LICENCED  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


There  are  four  licenced  s laughtcrhouses  used  at  the  moment 
for  the  slaughter  of  swine  for  private  consumption. 

KNACKERS  YARD , 

A  portion  of  the  premises  known  as  Hyde  Bro ok  Works , is  used 
as  a  Knackers  Yard. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADE. 

Only  one  offensive  trade  premises  is  located  in  the  district 
and' here  fat  boiling,  extraction  and  bone  drying  are  carried 
on.  49  inspections  have  been  made.  Perfection  in  the  control 
of  smell  has  not  yet  been  achieved  although  complaints  have 
diminished. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

A  number  of  houses  have  been  fumigated  and  9  premises  have  been 
treated  for  infestation  other  than  rodents. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

There  have  been  758  visits  of  inspection  and  treatment  during 
the  year  and  80  infestations  dealt  with.  ^ 

The  Council’s  two  sewage  outfall  works  and  both  refuse  tips 
are  inspected  regularly  and  with  the  exception  ol  one  tip 
are  singularly  free  from  infestation. 

The  sewers  have  been  tested  twice  and  treated  once  during 
the  year.  : 

FACTORIES. 

Registered  factories  number  23  (including  bakehouses)  and 
35  inspections  have  been  made.  One  case  of  inadequate 
sanitary  accommodation  has  been  dealt  with.  7  cases  und^r 
Outworks  Orders  have  been  notified  and  premises  t  ound 
satisfa ctory. 

WORKPLACES. 

There  are  35  premises  used  as  workplaces  in  the  district.
